Relics of an Ancient City in New 
Madrid Cousty, Missouri. 
St. Louis Repu bean, Fed, 16. 

Capt. Whitely has just retarned from New 
Madrid County with over 100 more specimens of 
pottery and relics of the pre-historic residents 
of Missouri, which will be classified and added 
to the Centennial collection. Oapt. Whitely and 
the party who accompanied him have traced the 
remains of a former extensive city, which show 
the evidences of having been 5 pu- 
lated.

Another and more probable theory is, that the 
bricks in a malleable state were pierced with 
round sticks for the more readily handling and 
burning, and the sticks having burned out, 
leave the impression of their form, in the shape 
one hole. The sites of these ancient habita- 
ti ore plainiy, observed bya oo a yer 
sion of seve eet in ground, lea — 
dence like that seen ia the sites ot anale 
habitations frequently met with in the country 
in modern times. At first sight of these habita- 
tions, the observer might be led to believe that 
these ancient people hved 111 and built 
their houses under ground ; but this impression 
will vanish on reflecting that the accumulated 
debris of ages has entombed these dwellings be- 
neath the surface.

While the President, in the case of Gen. 
Scuzncx, adheres stubbornly to his favorite 


] policy of never removing an officer while 


under fire,—a policy attended with disadvan- 
tages when the fire happens to create 2 bad 
smell,—an ugly reminiséence is revived con- 
cerning the old Memphis El Paso Railroad 
swindle, which Gen. Fremont lobbied 
through Congress at a reputed cost of $500,- 
000 in gold, besides a large amount of 
stock then supposed to be worth having. 
The story connects Gen. Schxxcx with 
the iniquitous scheme in a manner 
no less discreditable than the Emma Mine 
scandal, though at the period referred to he 
had not reached the dignity of Minister to 
England, but was Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means. The Memphis & 
E Paso job is now the subject of a Congres- 
sional inquiry, with a fair prospect that some 
of the members of the Forty-fourth Congress 
will come in for a share of the damaging de- 
velopments. 


We print elsewhere a letter from Senator. 
Turn, of Ohio, in which he toilsomely 
‘endeavors to set forth his position on the 
currency question. He says that he origin- 
ally opposed the Resumption act and is now 
in favor of its repeal. At the same time, he 
insists that he is opposed to the demone- 
tizing of gold,” and is in favor of a specie 
basis for the currency of the country and thu 
redemption of notes in gold. But here Mr. 
Tuupman comes to a sudden stop. He fails 
to say what means he does favor in order to 
rid the country of the irredeemable currency 
which he professes to oppose. He makes no 
suggestion as to what shall be substituted in 
place of the act to be repealed. There isa 
reference to Mr. Prxorrrox in the letter and 
an extract from one of his speeches, which 
prompts the Cincinnati Enquirer to draw 
the inference that Mr. Tuurman wrote 
his letter for the purpose simply of 
convincing his Ohio constituents that he 
is as much a greenbacker as PENDLETON, and 
this with the Presidential nomination in his 
mind's eye. The Enguirer remarks editorial- 
ly: The meaning and substance of this is 
that ‘Mr. Prnpieron substantially agrees 
witli me on the financial question. You can- 
not blame me without blaming him.’ We 
submit that this is unworthy of the Senator. 
Mr. Penpueron, like Mr. Tuurman, has his 
friends for the Presidential nomination in 
Ohio. In a certain sense he is an opponent. 
It is, to say the least, not very delicate in 
Mr. Tavrman to use a rival's name as an ex- 
cuse to cover up what had been considered 
his own deficienciesin principle. So far as 
we can learn the Senator’s expressions, 
he is neither in favor of the expansion nor 
contraction of the currency. He thought 
years ago that we had just enough,—neither 
too much nor too little. It has been largely 
reduced since, but still Mr. Taunman sings 
the same song.”

THE THIRD PARTY. 

The recent Conventions in Illinois and In- 
diana, and the adoption of a demand for a 
permanent paper money as distinguished 
from national notes or promises to pay 
money; the momination by these Conven- 
tions of State tickets, and the appointment 
of delegates to a National Convention to 
nominate candidates for President and Vice- 
President, and the evident existence of ad- 
herents to that policy in all the States, leaves 
no guestion but that there will be an effort 
to have the coming Presidential election 
seriously influenced and controlled by this 
third party. 

There is no doubt that the National Con- 
vention which this third party has called will 
contain delegates, more or less representa- 
tive, from a large number of States, and espe- 
cially from Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, New York, New Jersey, and 
Pennsylvania. These States are to be the 
battle-ground of the Presidential election. 
These States are essential to the success of 
‘the Republican party, and equally so to the 
Democratic party. As they now stand, they 
are all Republican except New York. The 
presence of a third party will force the 
other two parties to take an unequivo- 
cal position on the currency question. This 
third party, or Paper-Money party, is com- 
posed in its membership and in its adherents 
and sympathizers of persons who have been 
classed hitherto as Democrats and Repub- 
licans. It has, however, been more largely 
recruited from the Democratic party than 
from others. Its leaders are both Repub- 
licans and Democrats. It has received aid 
and comfort, and its special policy has had 
searnest advocacy, from men who have held, 
and who yet hold, high places in the Repub- 
lican party. We need mention no names. 
While Pewpizton, Alm, and Hammes 
have undisguisedly professed the doctrines of 
the Paper-Money party, there have been Re- 
publicans equally as conspicuous who have 
insisted that the Paper-Money policy could 
best be promoted by the Republican party. 
There is, however, this difference: None of 
these prominent politicians on either side 
have the remotest intention to leave their 
own party organization to take up with the 
„third party.” It may not be out of place 
to say just here, that there is no active leader 
in the third party who is not an arrant dema- 
gogue, seeking place and notoriety not ob- 
 tainable in either the Democratic or Repub- 
lican party. The case of Lanwpers, the nom- 
inee of the third party for Governor of 
Indiana, is a case in point. This man seeks 
this nomination to forestall the action of the 
Democratic Convention. He threatens the 
latter party that, if it does not nominate 
him for Governor, the third-party vote will 
defeat the Democracy in the State. We do 
not suppose that the Democratic party would 
ever think of Lawpzers for Governor under 
ordinary circumstances, In approving the 
Paper-Money platform, Mr. Laxpzrs has 
shown an ignorance inconsistent with any 
creditable service as Governor, or a want of 
integrity more discreditable than even his 
ignorance, 


What the State Conventions of the third 
| party are intended to be to the State Conven- 
tions of the other parties, such is the National 
Convention of the same party intended to be 


Wurm Arx, or Judge Davis, or Gov. 
Boors, of California, or some one else, and 


them threaten the other parties with defeat 


unless they accept both platform and candi- 
dates, 

We have no hesitation in assuming that 
neither the Democratic nor Republican party 
will touch the Paper-Money” platform or 
candidates, To do so will be fatal. The 
Republican party, of necessity, must avoid 
that absurdity, both as to platform and can- 
didates. The Democratic party cannot 
afford to stultify its past record. It cannot 
adopt the Rag-Baby doctrines nor the candi- 
dates of the third party. Its strength is in 
preserving its identity as a party, and in 
having its own distinctive platform and 
candidates. The Democratic party must 


look for success in carrying some of the Re. 


publican States of the North, and these ean 
only be carried by the Democracy on the as- 
surance that that party is a better hard-money 
and specie-payment party than any other. 
The failure of) the Democratic party to de- 
clare for hard money will render the Repub- 
lican success certain in every Northern State. 

Rejected by the Republican and Democratic 
parties, what are these third party or Paper- 
Money people todo? It is not likely they 
will disband. They are in several States 
quite numerons,—sufficiently so to influence 
and control the election of local officers in 
several counties and townships. The third- 
party Republicans and Democrats will unite 
to trade with the local candidates of the 
other parties for a share of the public plun- 
der and a division of the spoils. The nation- 
al-ticket will not be extensively patronized. 
Long before the election, Democrats and Re- 
publicans will have taken sides with one or 
the other of the two parties. 

This is on the assumption that the Demo- 
cratic and the Republican parties both de- 
clare for hard money and specie resumption. 
Should, however, the Democratic party ex- 
tend its arms so as to include paper money 
within the scope of its policy, then that party, 
while probably receiving the whole support 
of the third party, will find itself rent in 
twain, Such a proceeding would extinguish 
the Democratic party in New England, New 
York, Delaware, Maryland, and New Jersey; 
would divide it in Pennsylvania; and would 
divert from its support a large body of voters 
in the Northwest. The effect of such a pro- 
eceding would be an early determination of 
the contest. The practical extinction of the 
party in the Eastern and Pacific States would 
in advance advertise the country of the re- 
sult, and in November the Democracy would 
hardly muster as many electoral votes as it 
did in 1872 for Grrezizy. Can the Democracy 
resist the temptations and the threats of the 
Rag-Baby party? Will it put that party at de- 
fiance, or will it, under the lead of Tuurman, 
Henpricss, Kerr, ALLEN, Penpueton, Cox, 
and Fzrnanpo Woop, embrace the Rag-Baby, 
and thengive up the ghost ?

PROTECTION N CANADA. 

A recent discussion in the Canadian Parlia- 
ment shows that there is a very formidable 
movement in the Dominion to so revise their 
revenue tariff laws as to apply the theory of 
protection to Canadian manufactures. 
Regarding this movement from a purely self- 
ish American point of view, one is inclined 
to wish that the Protectionists of Canada will 
carry their scheme through It will be 
largely in the interest of the United States 
Government to have such a system of high- 
tariff duties adopted in Canada as will place 
the two countries on an equal footing in this 
respect. Asitis now, Canada has the de- 
cided advantage. The Canadian products of 
the farm and forest have the same foreign 
market as the products of the United States. 
The Canadian farmers and producers get as 
good prices abroad as the farmers of New 
York, New England, Pennsylvania, and 
Ohio, and better prices than the farmers of 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa, and Minnesota, 
because the latter are further removed 
from the European markets and have to 
sacrifice more in the way of transportation. 
At the same time, the Canadians are able to 
purchase all their manufactured goods at from 
25 to 40 per cent less than the people of the 
United States, owing to the absence of the 
protection element from their tariff. This 
circumstance has developed a gigantic sys- 
tem of smuggling all along the border from 
Maine to Oregon, which amounts in the ag- 
gregate to perhaps not less than $25,000,000 
annually. If the manufactured goods in 
Canada are placed on the same plane in the 
way of tax as the manufactured goods in the 
United States, this amount of money will be 
saved to American shopkeepers and mignu- 
facturers, and the vicious and demoralizing 
custom of smuggling will be checked to that 
extent. As long, therefore, as the United 
States are cursed with a species of robbery 
known as ‘‘ protection,” it is to our interest that 
Canada shall be similarly cursed, in order that 
the Canadian farmers and people generally 
shall be compelled to compete on equal 
handicapped terms with their neighbors on 
this side of the line, and that the enormous 
smuggling business shall be stopped. Our 
Government loses several millions a year of 
revenue from the evasion of the Custom- 
House duties, and our shopkeepers, and tail- 
ors, and manufacturers are deprived of many 
millions of dollars of demand for their goods. 
When the Canadian tariff is advanced to the 
beastly high level of our protective 
crushing-machine, the natural advantages of 
the United States will enable our dealers and 
manufacturers not only to secure the trade 
they now lose, but to sell more goods in 
Canada than at present, as everything will 
become dear and high-priced over there, ex- 
cept agricultural products, lumber, and fish. 

At the same time, while fighting to rid 
this country of the incubus of protection, it 
would be unfair not to expose the folly and 
stupidity which have prompted some of the 
Canadians to seek a repetition of our own 
disastrous experience. This new movement 
on their part is prompted by the recent finan- 
cial depression in Canada, which has been 
falsely attributed to the difference in the 
tariff laws of the two countries. The fact 
that this is not true may be readily demon- 
strated by a comparison between the foreign 
trades of the two countries. The United 
States, with a population of 44,000,000 souls, 
have a foreign business amounting, in round 
figures, to the following statement:

of the cheap foreign goods smuggled into the 
United States, such as silks, satins, laces, 
velvets, shawls, gloves, ladies’ toilet articles, 
jewelry, broadcloths, clothing, underwear, 
fine cutlery, queensware, and a thousand 
other things which are imported into the 
Dominion at one-fourth to one-sixth the 
American tariff taxes. 

The foregoing figures show that Canada, 
with only a million more people than the 
State of Illinois and not so many as the 
State of New York, has a foreign business 
about one-fifth as large as all the United 
States, with eleven times as many people and 
natural resources infinitely superior. The 
Dominion is almost destitute of those great 
and essential elements of strength and de- 
velopment, coal and iron; neither has she 
in quantities which pay for working such 
minerals as gold, silver, lead, copper, zinc, 
or mercury; her petroleum wells are little 
better than delusions; and she is wholly 
lacking in those rich agricultural staples of 
cotton, corn, tobacco, sugar, and rice. Yet 
the extent of her shipping and commerce 
and the value of her surplus products are 
truly remarkable for a country of so scanty 
population and restricted natural resources. 

The reason for this large commerce and the 
prosperity of her farmers, in spite of all the 
natural disadvantages, is simply because Can- 
ade has had a tariff averaging only about 12 
per cent, while the United States has had a 
tariff averaging 48 per cent, or four times as 
much. e Canada tariff has been a tariff 
for revenue only; the United States tariff has 
been a tariff for protection—against con- 
sumers. 

It is absurd in the face of this showing to 
claim that a protective tariff will be of any 
benefit to Canada, especially to her farmers, 
and lumbermen, and fisheries. It is true that 
there has been a decline in the value of the 
commerce of the Dominion during the last 
year, but there was a marked increase every 
year up to 1874. The falling-off of the last 
year has amounted to about 10 per cent, but 
it can all be accounted for by the decline in 
prices; there has been no decrease in the 
bulk of the trade. But this failure 
to maintain the ratio of increase in 
the past has been owing simply to 
the commercial depression that has prevailed 
throughout the entire world and with special 
hardship in the United States, Canada’s near- 
est neighbor and chief customer. The gen- 
eral depression in this country was brought 
about directly by the two evils of over-pro- 
tection and an inflated irredeemable currency. 
Canada has suffered infinitely less than the 
United States. As to any other difference in 
favor of the United States, it must be looked 
for in the enormous natural advantages pos- 
sessed by this country. If Canada possessed 
the rich and vast deposits of coal and the 
great mountains of iron which the United 
States have, and if she were, blessed with a 
climate that would grow corn, cotton, to- 
bacco, sugar, rice, peaches, grapes, and 
oranges, the difference in her tariff laws 
would enable her to completely outrun the 
United States in commerce and manufac- 
tures ; but these natural disadvantages can- 
not be offset, but will only be increased, by 
the adoption of the protection fallacy. If, 
however, Canada desires an experience of her 
own in this respect, and is not satisfied with 
ours, let her try the experiment and see how 
it works. 


AN ENGLISH VIEW OF THE CENTENNIAL. 

The London Tune in a recent issue pays a 
handsome compliment to our Centennial Ex- 
hibition, and treats the Great Show with a 
degree of fairness which will not only com- 
mend itself to the managers but to the whole 
people of the United States. After showing 
that in nearly all previous exhibitions of the 
kind, from the London Exhibition of 1851 to 
that at Vienna in 1873, the managers have 
erred in being tardy in their preparations, so 
that places have not been ready for goods at 
the proper time, and, worse than this, open- 
ing ceremonies have taken place before the 
original scheme was fairly realized, it goes on 
to compliment the Philadelphia managers 
upon their avoiding of this error, and also 
upon the preparations for the convenience 
and comfort of Visitors, which it says have 
been brought down to the lowest point at 
which ingenuity and foresight can succeed in 
placing them.” 

The Times calls attention to the fact that, 
after all has been done and well done by 
the management, the eventual success or fail- 
ure of the Exhibition must depend upon its 
ability to attract visitors, and there is great 
force in its prophecy that it will prove an 
attraction in America because of its novelty. 
Although Americans are well represented in 
foreign travel, the vast majority of our people 
do not travel at all, more particularly over 
European routes, and never expect to do so. 
While there are afew thousands who have 
traveled and made the grand tour, the mill- 
ions stay at home from the time they are 
born until they die. The travelers are a com- 
parative handful of wealthy people from the 
large cities. This Exhibition will enable 
the people of this country to see the 
productions of the civilized world, 
its mechanical appliances, agricultural 
implements, paintings, statuary, the modes 
of life of ite people and their habits 
and customs, and the progress of the world in 
civilization, without the trouble and expense 
of going abroad. To Americans, therefore, 
the Exhibition will be a novelty, and there is 
nothing that can draw Americans like a nov- 
elty, for we are a nation of sight-seers. The 
Times fully recognizes this fact, and 
upon the strength of it prophesies a success. 
To what degree the Exhibition may be at- 
tractive abroad,—and this is a question which 
has been variously debated in this country, — 
the Times says: : 

While Americans may thus be expected to flock to a 
gathering together of much that iscnoice and beauti- 
ful in European art, European visitors will find them- 
selves brought face to face with the products of that 
American ingenuity which necessity has done eo much 
to foster. As the French have been rendered skillful 
cooks by striving against the indifferent quality of 
their meat, and the Scotch have been rendered skillful 
gardeners by striving against the inclemency or un- 
certainty of their climate, so the Americans have been 
rendered a nation of inventors, or perhaps, more 
strictly, of contrivers, by the scarcity or the costliness 
of many forms of labor, As the cosiliness of labor, if 
not its scarcity, is in many ways being brought more 
and more closely home to ourselves, there can be no 
question that an enlarged scquaintance with American 
“ notions ” may greatly add to our conveniences and 
our comfort at home. Some few of these things, ob- 
viously adapted to our present wants, have already 
been brought to our knowledge by adventurous trades- ‘ 
men, but these form only s mall portion of similar 
contrivances which are in daily use on the other side 
of the Atlantic. It will be happy result if an in- 
creased acquaintance with each other industries

These inconveniences, however, 
will not be any more aggravated than they 
would be in England, or any other foreign 
country, and can be avoided by doing in 
Rome as the Romans do. The third 
warning is an amusing one, — They 
will also be liable to become the prey of the 
knaves and sharpers from whom no country 
is exempt.” This grave warning from the 
Thunderer to the average Briton is naive, to 
say the least. The latter, if he brings com- 
mon sense with him and keeps a sharp look- 
out on his pocketbook, lets the tiger” 
alone, and eschews the acquaintance of the 
bunko man and the man who used to live 
where he does, will not suffer from knave or 
sharper. The last suggestion of the Times is 
simply absurd. It says: “In America, 
among the less cultivated classes, it may well 
happen that the reminiscences connected with 
what is called the ‘ Centennial Year’ will be 
regarded more or less as matter of triumph 
over ourselves, and this feeling may find ex- 
pression in the public utterances of some of 
the inferior order of politicians.” Even if 
this should happen to be the case, which 
is very problematic, the Englishman 
can avoid it by keeping away from 
the inferior order of politicians. English- 
men and all other foreigners may rest assured 
that they will be treated with courtesy and 
genuine American hospitality, and they will 
find upon the part of our people an earnést 
desire to cultivate the most friendly and 
cordial relations with them. Our Carrer 
may let fly his gorgeous eagle upon that oc- 
casion, but the fowl will not be an offensive 
one to the English. On the other hand, they 
will find him to be a very pretty and a very 
curious bird, and one well worth coming 
over here to see. There need be no fear up- 
on the part of the Times that our Centennial 
Exhibition will not be conducted upon the 
broadest, most liberal, and most hospitable 
standard. 

THE CITY-PRINTING INVESTIGATION. 

The evidence before the Grand Jury last 
Saturday relative to the alleged bribery in the 
disposal of the city printing seems to have 
been rather remarkable for what the witnesses 
did not than what they did tell. Tarzor and 
Epwarps, of the Post and Mail, and Pomzszor, 
the “red-hot” Democrat, scarcely gave so 
much information to the Grand Jury as they 
imparted to the reporters. It is not very 
surprising to learn from them, however, that 
the men who approached them were not 
Aldermen nor city officials. It is not the 
practice of Aldermen or city officials to bid 
for bribes directly and personally. They do 
this sort of thing by proxy. It is certain that 
there is a certain class of hangers-on about 
the City-Hall, among whom were two or 
three of the persons named to the Grand 
Jury, who profess to be able to control Alder- 
manic votes, and who go around, whenever a 
scheme presents itself, with a list of Alder- 
men whom they can “ influence” in favor of 
the proposed job. It is not unlikely that 
many of these self-constituted lobbyists act 
without any authority whatever, and that 
others make use of names without warrant 
which they could in no sense control. At 
the same time there is reason to believe that 
where there is so much smoke there is also 
some fire. It is folly to presume that these 
so-called Council agents would devote their 
time so assiduously to the manipulation of 
votes (and many of them have no other visi- 
ble means of support) if there. were not 
votes which they are able to control in an 
emergency. It is certain that these proffers 
of assistance in pushing jobs through the 
Council are never made without exacting a 
specific sum aa guid pro quo. It is known 
that certain measures have been passed chiefly 
in the interests of private persons in prefer- 
ence to other bids which were favorable to 
the public interests. The depravity of hu- 
man nature in general and that of Chicago 
Aldermen in particular leaves little room to 
doubt that money considerations secure 
the allotment of favors, and that the 
agents do not spend their time nor 
give away their Aldermanic votes for noth- 
ing. This certainty, along with the evidence 
already taken, should prompt the Grand 
Jury to follow up the case with more vigor 
and discretion than seems to have been exer- 
cised at their last session. Pzriotat, Garp- 
wer, and Kennzepy were mentioned as the 
men who offered Taxon and Pomeror to get 
their jobs through the Council for certain 
stated sums. The Grand Jury should next 
subject these men and other known agents of 
the Aldermanic Ring to a close questioning. 
If the inquiry have no otherresults, it will at 
least serve torender the go-betweensinfamous, 
and by demonstrating their failures 
on the one hand, and holding up the fear of 
exposure in case of success, will render their 
business a little more difficult and disagreea- 
ble than it has been in the past. But before 
the Grand Jury adjourns, and after it has ex- 
amined the men who did not get the job and 
the agents who failed to bring these Alder. 
men to time, it will be well for them to cross- 
examine the parties who were successful, 


A subscriber in the country writes to the 
editor of Tuz Tam to settle a disputed 
question. He says the Democrats of his 
town affirm that when Congress raised its 
pay and made it retroactive it also doubled 
the salary of the President, and enacted that 
the increase should date back to the begin- 
ning of his term.”

The increased salary of the President only 
commenced with his second term. The Sal- 
ary-Grab act was passed on the 3d of March, 
1873, during the closing hours of the Forty- 
second Congress. The part of the bill re- 
lating to the President's salary reads as fol- 
lows: 

Be it enacted, ele., That om and after the 4th day of 


March, 1873, the President of the United States shall 
receive for his services during the term for whieh he 


sba!! have been elected the sum of $60,000 per annum, 
to be paid monthly. 

The President entered upon his second 
term on the 4th of March, 1873, and the act 
was passed on the last day of his first term 
and on the last day of the Forty-second Con- 


grees. 

After doubling the President’s salary to 
commence in the future, the members of 
Congress proceeded to add 50 per cent to 
their own compensation, and made it date 
backwards two years! They also increased 
the salaries of all officers, clerks, stenogra- 
phers, doorkeepers, messengers, and em- 
ployes of every description, from 50 to 15 per 
cent, and made the advance of compensation 
to take effect two years back,—that is, to the 
4th of March, 1871. This steal is what was 
called the back-pay grab.

iness was destructive to nearly all the mem. 
bers who voted for it er who took and kept 
the money.

But they probably do not reflect 
that, whereas the compensation of members 
of Congress had been increased several times 
since the beginning of the Government, that 
of the President had never been raised. 
When Wasminoton was President, between 
eighty and ninety years ago, Congress fixed 
the salary of the Executive office at $25,000 
perannum. A dollar in those days possessed 
more than double the purchasing power of a 
dollar nowadays ; $50,000 in depreciated green- 
backs at this time represents less value than 
$25,000 in gold when the compensation of the 
first President was fixed by Congress, eighty 
odd years ago. At that time the United 
States were a poor, weak nation of 4,000,000 
inhabitants, and had less taxable property 
than the State of IIlinois has at present; 
$25,000 now is no more value than $12,000 
would have been when Wasuinocton, Apams, 
Jurrzrson, and Maprson were holding the 
Presidential office. Either they were paid 
twice too much, or the old salary is only half 
enough. The United States contain ten 
times the population and twenty times the 
wealth they did when Wasninoton or Irr- 
FERson was President, and the duties of the 
office have increased tenfold since that 
period. On the basis of population and 
wealth, official duties, and responsibilities, a 
salary of $4,000 or $5,000 in Wassinoton 
and Jxrrrnsox's terms would be relatively as 
much as $50,000 at this time, and that, too, 
without taking into account the greatly-de- 
creased value of a dollar as compared with 
what it was seventy or eighty years ago. 


HOW TO SECURE FREE TRADE. 

The Independent party in Illinois has ‘an 
organ in Chicago which advoeates prohibitory 
tariff, whisky swindling, revenue stealing, 
and paper dollars.” The recent Convention 
of the Decatur Tadpoles, having declared for 
the abolition of all notes and other forms of 
currency, and the issue of national paper 
money in quantities sufficient to pay off the 
national debt, included a sentence which, if 
carried into effect, would come nearer to the 
establishment of trade than anything yet 
proposed. The present tariff has an average 
duty of about 48 per cent in gold. The Tad- 
pole platform provides that these duties on 
imports shall be collected in paper dollars. 
The Government has need of gold, and will 
have need of gold to pay interest on the pub- 
lic debt until such time as the whole amount 
of the principal of that debt shall be surren- 
dered by the holders in exchange for the new 
paper dollars. And that will never be done 
voluntarily. The dollars received for 
duties on imports will therefore have to be 
sold for coin. 

At the outset, the paper dollars may be 
worth, say, 80 cents on the dollar, and the im- 
porter will have to pay proportionately less 
duties. Assuming the average duty to be 50 
per cent, the first reduction of duties will be 
to 40 percent. In thirty days the paper dol- 
lars will fall to 75 or 70 cents, and the aver- 
age duty will be down to 35 per cent. By this 
time the general break-up in the credit of the 
Government will have begun, and the paper 
dollars will get down to the coin value of 25 
cents op the dollar, and the average duty on 
imports, computed in paper dollars, will be 
12} cents in gold value, the lowest average 
rate of duty imposed in the United States for 
aixty years.

f HIS IOWA HOMESTEAD. 
For some weeks a lively controversy has been 
going on between the celebrated B. F. Allen and 
his creditors, who are scattered over the country 
between the Connecticut and the Missouri, as to 
who should have that grand house at Des 
Moines, which was built by Mr. Allen about a 
year before he came to Chicago, and was dedi- 
cated with such pomp and magnificence. Tbe 
building and surrounding grounds are valued at 
about 200,000, and would form no small addi- 
tion to the assets of the bankrupt's estate. 
Alien bas been fighting this claim, and alleging 
that the property could not be touched by his 
creditors, since it was his homestead, and as 
such was sacred under the Iowa law. They, on 
the other band, asserted that he had changed his 

lace of residence from Iowa to Illinois,—from 
— Moines to Coicago,—and consequently bad 
forfeited his homes-ead rights. 

Mr. Allen replied to this, tbat he had always 
been a loval citizen of the State where his ca- 
reer of prosperity began. and that consequently 
be was entitled to hoid on to that $200,000 cot- 
tage. But an examination of certain records 
in the County Clerk's ollice reveals something 
which appears to upset Mr. Allen, and promises 
to swell the dividends from his estate. At tue 
November election of 1874, Mr. Allen cast ballot 
No. 5i3in the Tuird Precinct of the Fourth 
Ward. Not haviog registered, he was forced to 
swear in pis vote. Nothing could more decitive- 
ly prove that Mr. Allen’s memory is as defective 
acout bis citizenship as about some cf his 
fivancial trausactious. It being proven that 
he became a citizen of Lilinois, his. claim to re- 
tain a homestead in Iowa must be given up.

NORTH HALSTED STREET. 
THE RESIDENTS THEREON WANT IT PAVED. 

There was a meeting yesterday afternoon at 
708 North Halsted street of the residents of that 
street, to consider the paving of the thorough- 
fare, and the measures to be sdopted to accom- 
plish that object. ‘The assemblage was very 
good, most of the property from Division etreet 
to Fullerton avenue being represented. 

Mr. E. A. Sittig called the méeting to order, 
and, briefly explaining the cause of their coming 
there, asked for remarks. 

Ald. Schauner, who was present by invitation, 
was called for. He said that of course it would 
be necesasary to havea sewer in those portions 
of the street where there was none at present 
before the paving could be done. 

Mr. McGinnis said that Mr. Prindiville, of tho 
Board of Public Works, bad toia him that the 
sewer would not be built unless the Aldermen of 
the wards could raise the money to pay the ex- 


pense. 

This, Ald. Schaffner thonght, would be the 
only way, as the people were not pay- 
ing taxes, and the geueral was 
economy. The Board of Public Works 
h only asked for & sewerage 
appropriation of $12,000, aud should any Alder- 
man ask for seweia for bis ward, every man in 
the Council would do likewise. The consequence 
would be tbat no wards would be benefited out 
of thepublic Treasury. However. the expense 
was very ſight as the street needed only to be 
sewered in patches from Centre street to Ful - 
lerton avenue, and this with one or two feet 
pipes. Still, toc Board might object. since the 
intersections would bave to be paid for by the 
city. He advised them to work fast and he 
would do all he could to keep them before the 
death of the present Council, The improve- 
ment was much needed and should be made, as 
Ha!stea was a great street. 

The following resolution was offered by Mr. 
McGinnis : 

Reso'ved, That the Aldermen of this ward (Six- 
teenth) be and are hereby requested to procure an 
appropriation for the comstruction of a seweron Hal- 
sted street, as far north as Fullerton avenue, in order 
that the street may be paved and the desired improve- 
ments timisbed during the coming spring and summer. 

The resolution was 22 and a committee 
of thiee—Messre. P. J. McGinnis, H. Berger, 
and E. A. Sittig—were appointed to present the 
same to the Aldermen. 

Mr. Smith explained that a petition containing 
the vames of some of those who wanted to pave, 
and representing about 6,000 of the 14.000 feet 
in the section to be improved, had been lost, and 
it would, of conrse, take time to get the signa- 
tures again. He said that it probably could be 
accomplished, and, be thougbt, the necessary 
seven-eighths could be obtained within two 
weeks’ t me. as every one who bad been asked to 
sign had done s willingly. 

In conclusion, Mr. Sittig said that the work 
should have been done jong ago, and it was the 
fault of the Aldermen that it was not. If the 


_ citizens took hold of the matter aud worked ear- 


nestly, they would see Halsted s:reet in good 
condition and a great business thoroughfare. 
After which the meeting adjourned.

ANOTHER STABBING AFFRAY. 
A SAD SEQUEL TO A PARTY. 

Peter Imtzki, who resides at No. 65 Grove 
street, gave a party yesterday, to which the 
guests were chiefly Poles, and it was attended 
by the usual sequel to such occasions, an affray 
in which Johan Jablonski was stabbed and se- 
riously wounded by Michael Malloch. The fes- 
tivities began at 2 o'clock in the afternoon, 
aod were maintained until about 7 in the even- 
ing. Manvof thosein attendance bad by that 
time become thoroughly reckless by frequent 
resorts to beer, which was kept on tap io the 
ball-room. Early in the evening Jablonski, 
accompanied by the host, left the premises 
and waodered across to George street, 
witbout any visible object other than to pass a 
few moments in the open air. At the interseo- 
tion of these streets they collided with a party of 
three, Mike and Martin Malloch, brothers, who, 
with Mike Felsen, were proceediog in an opposite 
direction. Imtzki states that they were accosted 
by the trio, who addressed them in an insulting 

and flavored their language 
from complimentary. 
Jablonski resented the affront by replies 
of a sivoular import, and a 
lengthy altercation ensued. Previous to the 
commencement of the aitack the former en- 
deavored to settle the difficulty amicabiy, and 
with a view to that end attempted to persuade 
his partner to return to his house. He 
was mupsuccessful in this, and the war 
of words continued. At last Jablonski, 
exasperated beyond endurance by the affronts 
addressed bim. pulled a slung-shot and smote 
Mike iMal'och across the head th it. Tais was 
the sigaai for a general attack, daring which 
Malloch drew a knife and plunged it into 
the light shoulder of his assaiiant, the 
blade diverging into the neck, inflicting 
a painful aud dangerous wound. When the 
Llow was given the combatants separated, aud 
Malloch, wu his companions, ran off. Jablon- 
ski was taken to his bousein ‘a fainting con- 
dition. laid on a couch, and a physician sum- 
moved to dress his wounds. When tbe 
extent of the injury had deen ascer- 
tained, an officer was called and advised 
of the facts. He visited resorts usually fre- 
qaented by the objects of his pursuit, acd floaliy 
found them at their several homes in the vicin- 
ity, where be arrested them. They offered no 
resistance, and were conveyed to the Milwaukee 
Avenue Station, where they were locked up. 
They relate an entireiy different story from that 
of the prosecuting witness. One says that they 
were out fora walk, Mike Malloch inenmbered 
by bis child, whom ne was carrying. At the cor- 
ver of Grove and George streets they eucoun- 
tered Jab onski and Imtzki, who were masked 
and ‘seeking to insult passers-by. When they 
halted to covfront these two men, Jabionski 
struck Malloch across the shoulders wita 
s loaded whip, and as soon as the latter 
was able to dispose of his child he grappied with 
tha assaulting party.

Any one, they aver, might question the 
good taste of the proceeding, if a State, whose 
Legislature last year defeated a bil for the re- 
lief of her own sufferers, should make this year 
a €25,000 appropriation for the purpose of 
vaunting her internal wealth before the very 
people whose charity alone preserved ber poor 
rom the most abject want and starvation. 
Whether thé fault was in the defeat of the Relief 
, or the merit in the overthrow of both bills, 
still in view of the first cefeat, the second is de- 
clared an absolute necessity for the credit of 
Kansas. There is much to be said on both sides, 
as any one can readily believe who has listened 
to the excited harangues the sabject has evoked 
in the Kansas Legisiacure. The various parties 
and associations throughout the State, which 
have been working vigorously in the interest of 
the Centennial, are left somewhat unsettled and 
out of employment by this unexpected defeat of 
the bill, and there is a general feeling of sur- 
prise expressed at the action of the Legislature 
in this matter. The ladies of Kansas have some- 
times been called strong-minded; but ona 
the Centennial question, at least, they 
have not sustained the position of 
the redoubtable Susan B., and have
